MR. DE VALERA’S REPLY 
a ms 


N the Dail yesterday, Mr. Wm. O'BRIEN 
Eas asked whether, in view of the 

- peaceful state of the country, the Execu- 
tive Council were prepared ta extend an 
amnesty te all persons ‘who had been con- 
victed of political offences, 

PRESIDENT DE VALERA replied :—I 
assume that the Deputy refers to persons 
who were convicted by the Constitution 
(Special Powers) Tribunal. . There are at 
present nineteen such persons in custody, in- 
cluding one who was convicted of murder 
and sentenced to death, but whose sentence 
was commuted by the Executive Council to 
penal servitude for life. Twelve others 
were convicted of crimes of violence, such 
as attempted murder, shooting with intent 
to do grievous bodily harm, unlawful use 
of firearms, assault, kidnapping. Of the 
remaining six, four were convicted of the 
unlawful possession of firearms. Two of 
the nineteen prisoners were sentenced for 
membership of an unlawful association. ~ It 
is the Government’s duty to preserve the 
public peace and protect the lives and pro- 
perty of all the citizens. Where they are 
satisfied that the release of a prisoner would 
be consistent with that duty, they are, and 
always have been. fully prepared to give his 
case due consideration. 


RING COLLEGE AFFAIR 


Four Deputies—Mr. R. 8S. Anthony (Ind. 
Lab., Cork), Mr. T. J. Murphy (Lab., 
Cork), Mr. W. T. Cosgrave (U.I., Cork), 
and Mr. 8. Bourke (U.I., Tipperary) asked 
questions relating to the death on April 20th 
last of a child at Ring Irish 
College, County Waterford, following 
immunisation treatment. The Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health was 
asked if he had received a memorial from 
the parents of the children affected, in one 
case fatally, after preventive inoculation 
against diphtheria at Ring; whether, in view 
of the serious nature of the affair, he would 
order an official inquiry to determine re- 
sponsibility, and provide, if necessary, 
adequate compensation for the parents con- 
cerned. 

Mr. 8. T. OVKELLY stated, in reply, that 
he had met recently a deputation of the 
parents of the children, and the position was 
very fuliy and frankly discussed. That such 
an occurrence should have taken place was a 
matter of very great concern to him; but, 
as he had explained to the deputation, he 
had no power to direct an inquiry, as the 
inoculation of the children in ins College 
did not form part of an official scheme of 
immunisation against diphtheria approved by 
his department. The inoculation had been 
carried out as.a private arrangement with 
the authorities of the College, and he could 
not intervene in regard to the treatment of 

rivate ‘patients by a medical practitioner. 

e had told the deputation, however, that he 
was prepared to consider any proposals for 
affording specialised treatment for the 
treatment of the children that were sub- 
mitted through local authorities. As far as 


practicable, precautions had heen taken to | 


secure that no occurrence of a similar nature 
would take place. He had the greatest 
sympathy for the parents of the child that 
died, and the parents of the other children 
who had been caused such uunecessary suffer- 
ing, and he was anxious that everything 
possible should be done to hasten the recovery 
of the children who were still affected. 

Mr. P. J. LITTLE, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the President, asked if, having regard to 
the valuable national work done by the 
college, was it not a fact that the College 
authorities were not in any way neglizent and 
were not at fault in reference to the unfor- 
tunate accident. 

Mr. O’KELLY said he thought it was per- 
fectiy true that the College authorities were 
not in any way negligent. They took every 
precaution, and the medical officer had taken 
the usual precautions. 


CIVIC GUARDS’ PAY 


Replying to a question by Mr. G. McGowan 
(Lab., Dublin), Mr. RUTTLEDGE, Minister 
for Justice, stated he had received representa- 
tions from the Civic Guard Representative 
Body on the subject of the pay of the mem 
bers of the force.

PROPOSED BISCUIT 
FACTORY 


Mr. LEMASS, of whom Mr. J. M. Dillon 
(U.L, Monaghan) asked the reasons for the 
refusal of facilities to establish a biscuit 
factory in Clones, stated that an inquiry was 
received from the Clones Industrial Develop- 
ment Association, asking if a project for the 
manufacture of biscuits in Clones under 
licence would be approved. That body was 
informed, the Minister said, that fore 
granting or refusing a new manufacture 
licence regard must be had to the provisions 
of the Control of Manufactures Regulations, 
and that as the requirements of the country 
in the manufacture of biscuits were being pro- 
vided for adeqately by existing manufacturers, 
ha was not prepared to grant a licence, He 
had added that having regard to the present 
position of the inustry, it would be contrary 
to the policy of the Government to afford any 
special facilities to a company proposing to 
establish a new biscuit factory. 

Mr. DILLON observed that the firm was 
an Irish firm doing business in Ireland for 
one hundred years, Messrs. Marsh, of Belfast.
